LISTENING SAFELY 

To protect your hearing, follow these 
guidelines when you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting 
before you begin listening. After you 
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begin listening, adjust the volume to 
a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high vol- 
ume levels. Extended high-volume 
listening can lead to permanent 
hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not 
increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the volume level, so a vol- 
ume level that does not cause dis- 
comfort might still damage your 
hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones while operating 
a motor vehicle or riding a bicycle. This 
can create a traffic hazard and could be 
illegal in some areas.

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□ Preparation 

INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your radio requires 2 AAA batteries (not 
supplied) for power. For the best perfor- 
mance and longest life, we recommend 
RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

1 . Slide the battery compartment cover 
in the arrow direction marked on the 
cover, then lift it off. 

2. Place the batteries in the battery 
compartment according to the polar- 
ity symbols (+ and -) marked on the 
back of the case. 

3. Replace the cover and snap it into 
place. 
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Warning: Dispose of old batteries 

promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

♦ Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries (standard, 
alkaline, or rechargeable), or 
rechargeable batteries of different 
capacities. 

If ca flashes after you press POWER, the 
batteries are dead. Turn off the radio, re- 
move the batteries, then install new bat- 
teries within 1 minute (to avoid losing 
locations stored in memory). 
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USING THE ANTENNAS 

The supplied earphone acts as an FM 
antenna. Insert the earphone cord's plug 
into the earphone jack and fully extend 
the cord for best FM reception. 

A built-in ferrite bar antenna is provided 
for AM reception. When AM reception is 
poor, slowly rotate the radio until you get 
better reception. 

SETTING THE AM BAND 
TUNING STEP 

In northern American countries (such as 
the United States and Canada) and some 
south American countries, the AM tuning 
step is in 10 kHz increments, while other 
countries’ tuning step is in 9 kHz incre- 
ments. 
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To check the radio’s AM tuning step, turn 
on the radio and press BAND repeatedly 
until AM appears. 

Press TUNING >*• or ▼ . If the frequency 
does not move in the kHz increment you 
require (9 or 10 kHz), you must change 
the AM tuning step. 

Changing the Tuning Step 

1. Press POWER (on the top of the 
radio) to turn off the radio. 

2. Hold down TUNING -*• (to change 
from 9 kHz to 10 kHz) or TUNING ▼ 
(to change from 1 0 kHz to 9 kHz). 

Note: If the AM tuning step has 
already been set to the desired kHz, 
you cannot turn on the radio by 
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pressing POWER and the appropriate 
tuning button. 

3. While holding down TUNING -*• or ▼ , 
press POWER again. 

If you are holding down TUNING -*•, 
the frequency advances rapidly by 
10 kHz steps. 

If you are holding down TUNING ▼ , 
the frequency decreases rapidly by 9 
kHz steps. 

4. Release TUNING >*• or ▼ . The AM 
tuning step is now set. 

5. To tune forward, press TUNING . To 
tune backward, press TUNING ▼ . 
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□ Basic Operation 

To turn on the radio, press POWER. The 
last tuned band and frequency appear on 
the screen. 

To change between the AM and FM 
bands, press BAND. AM or FM changes 
on the display each time you press 
BAND, and the last selected frequency 
appears. 

To change the frequency, press TUNING 
or ▼ . 

To adjust the volume, rotate VOL. up to 
increase volume, down to decrease. 
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USING THE ST/MO 
(STEREO/MONO) BUTTON 

When the FM reception is weak, ts?, 
flashes. 

To improve reception, press ST/MO (Ste- 
reo/Mono) so Sb disappears. The recep- 
tion is improved but the sound is 
monaural. 

To resume stereo reception, press ST/MO 
so appears. 

USING E-BASS (EXTENDED 
BASS) 

To enhance bass signal, slide E-BASS to 
ON. To reduce bass, slide E-BASS to OFF. 
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AUTO SHUT-OFF 

To save battery power, your radio is de- 
signed to shut off automatically after 90 
minutes of operation. 9oO appears on 
the screen until the radio automatically 
turns off. 

To continue listening before the radio 
turns off automatically, press POWER to 
turn off the radio, then hold down POWER 
for more than 2 seconds, until 9t© dis- 
appears. 

It is not necessary to wait until the 90 
minutes have expired to reset the Auto 
Shut-Off feature. 
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USING LOCK 

The lock feature prevents the radio from 
being accidentally turned on or off and 
the band or frequency from being 
changed. You can still adjust volume with 
the lock function activated. 

To activate the lock, push LOCK up. ES3 
appears. 

To release the lock, push LOCK down. 
S3 disappears. 

Note: To prevent possible battery drain- 
age when you do not use your radio for 
an extended period, always keep LOCK 
pushed up. 
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□ Memory Operation 

You can store up to 21 stations (1 5 FM, 6 
AM) for quick tuning, storing them manu- 
ally or using the radio's auto preset fea- 
ture. In addition, you can also store up to 
3 of your favorite stations for quicker tun- 
ing using the radio’s priority feature. 

MANUALLY SETTING 
MEMORY FREQUENCY 

1 . Press BAND repeatedly to select the 
desired band (AM or FM). 

2. Repeatedly press or hold down TUN- 
ING -*• or ▼ until the desired fre- 
quency appears on the screen. 
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3. Press MEMO. M flashes for 5 sec- 
onds, and the next available memory 
location number appears steadily. 

4. While M and the memory location 
number flash, press TUNING -*• or ▼ 
to select the desired memory loca- 
tion, then press MEMO again. M 
appears steadily, indicating the 
desired frequency has been stored. 

Note: If you do not complete this 
step within 5 seconds, you must 
repeat Steps 2-4. 

You can store up to 15 frequencies in the 
FM band and 6 frequencies in the AM 
band. 

To replace a previous memory frequency 
with a new one, repeat Steps 2-4. 
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Note: If you press MEMO when memory 
is full, FUL appears for about 5 seconds. 
To store the new frequency, press MEMO 
again. The radio replaces the original 
Ml 5 frequency on the FM band, or M6 
frequency on the AM band. 

Recalling Memory Frequencies 

1 . Press BAND repeatedly to select the 
AM or FM band. 

2. Press RECALL. The memory location 
number flashes for about 5 seconds. 

3. While the memory location number 
flashes, repeatedly press TUNING -*■ 
or ▼ to select the desired memory 
location number. 
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4. Press RECALL again. M and the 
memory location number appear 
steadily. 

Note: If a memory frequency is not avail- 
able while you press RECALL, ME (Mem- 
ory Empty) appears on the screen. 

USING AUTO PRESET 

The radio's auto preset feature scans all 
the frequencies and stores them sequen- 
tially. The auto preset is especially useful 
for travelers who want to scan all the lo- 
cal stations in a foreign city. 

1 . Press POWER to turn on the radio. 

2. Press BAND repeatedly to switch to 
AM or FM band. 
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3. Hold down TUNING -*■ and ▼ simul- 
taneously for more than 2 seconds, 
until AUTO SCAN flashes. 

The radio scans all frequencies of 
the selected band (AM or FM) and 
stores the frequencies sequentially 
(from lowest to highest) — up to 15 
FM or 6 AM frequencies — until all 
memory locations are full. 

When auto preset tuning is com- 
plete, Ml and the first stored fre- 
quency appear. 

Note: You cannot change frequen- 
cies while auto preset is processing. 

4. To recall the stored frequencies, 
refer to “Recalling Auto Preset Fre- 
quencies” on Page 23. 
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If auto preset tuning fills only some of the 
memory locations, you can manually add 
stations to the others (see “Manually Set- 
ting Memory Frequency” on Page 17). 

If auto preset tuning fills all 15 FM (or 6 
AM) memory locations, you cannot add 
any more stations to memory. You can 
change the station stored in Ml 5 (see 
“Manually Setting Memory Frequency” on 
Page 17). To change the other stations, 
you must first clear the stored station 
from the memory location (see “Deleting 
Memory Frequencies” on Page 26), then 
enter a new station in the vacated loca- 
tion (see “Manually Setting Memory Fre- 
quency” on Page 17). 
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Recalling Auto Preset 
Frequencies 

To scan the memory frequencies stored 
by auto preset, hold down RECALL for 
more than 2 seconds, until MEMO SCAN 
flashes. The radio scans the memory fre- 
quencies, pausing on each for a few sec- 
onds. 

While the desired memory frequency is 
playing, press RECALL to stop scanning. 
MEMO SCAN disappears. 

Note: If you have not stored any frequen- 
cies, ME (Memory Empty) appears after 
you press RECALL. 

USING PRIORITY 

The priority function lets you store 3 fa- 
vorite frequencies for quicker tuning. 
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1. Tune to the desired frequency. 

2. Press MEMO, then PRIORITY, p and a 
suggested priority memory location 
number flash for about 5 seconds. 

3. While P flashes, press TUNING -*• or 
▼ to select the desired priority mem- 
ory location. 

4. Press MEMO again. P and the priority 
memory location number appear 
steadily, indicating the priority fre- 
quency has been set. 

5. Repeat Steps 1-3 to store the other 
two priority frequencies. 

Recalling a Priority Frequency 

To recall a priority frequency, press PRI- 
ORITY once, twice, or three times to se- 
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lect the desired priority location (pi, p2, 
or p3) where you stored the frequency. 
The desired priority frequency is tuned. 

Note: If no priority frequency has been 
stored, and you press PRIORITY, PE (Pri- 
ority Empty) appears. 

EDITING THE MEMORY 
LOCATION SEQUENCE 

You can change the sequence of your 
memory locations by switching the loca- 
tions of two stored frequencies. 

1. Press RECALL, then TUNING or 
to recall the first memory frequency 
location frequency you want to 
change. The memory location num- 
ber flashes for 5 seconds. 
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2. While the memory location number 
flashes, press MEMO then TUNING -*• 
or ▼ to recall the second memory 
frequency. 

3. Press MEMO again. The frequencies’ 
locations are exchanged. 

DELETING MEMORY 
FREQUENCIES 

You must delete existing memory fre- 
quencies to make room for new frequen- 
cies. 

1 . Press RECALL, then TUNING ^ or ▼ 
to recall the memory location num- 
ber and frequency. 

2. Hold down MEMO for more than 2 
seconds, until dEL flashes for 5 sec- 
onds. 
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3. While dEL flashes, press MEMO 
again. The frequency is deleted from 
the memory location.
